INDIAN TREASURE TROVE. 

Ancient Silver Coins Found by Children 
While at Play. 

The small village uf Jogaltembi, in the 
Bombay district, is likely to earn trans¬ 
ient lame among numismatists and 
urchirologists by reason of the accident¬ 
al discovery within its limits of a great 
hoard of very ancient coins. The place 
of concealment of the coins was found 
by children while ut ploy, suys the 
Tunes of India. 

Kxcuvulion disclosed un eartnen pot 
firmly imbedded in the hillside und Hlted 
to overflowing with silver coin, much 
o r which the villagers proceeded in the 
true commercial spirit lo melt down. 
But the story of the find spread further 
Hum the limits of Jogallemfehi; and 
within a short time the bulance of the 
treasure, about 100,OUO coins, had rigntly 
found a resting place in I lie lucal trea¬ 
sury under the treasure trove act. 

The coins are all silver, of approxi¬ 
mately the suine si/.e and type. On Hie 
obverse appears the head of the king 
who struck them—a fine face, despite 
the defects of the die, marked by a 
bruadeye. a splendid aquiline nose, and 
u linn chin, with just a suspicion of 
thickness about the lips. Around the 
head runs u legend in debased Greek 
enuructers. which Prof. Bupson, but 
lately appointed to the vacant chair 'f 
Sanskrit at Cambridge, and tlie late 
Pundit Bhagxvunlul ludruji declare to ne 
u transliteration of a bilingual legend I 
on Hie reverse of ih<* coin. The coins i 
are those of Nahapana. the founder -f 
the dynasty of Hie Western Ivshalrapns, 
which ruled over a considerable portion 
o r western India from A. I). 119 to A. I).! 
3SK. 

Although several specimens of coins 
struck by Nahnpana's successors (e. g..j 
Cliasiitann und Rudradnwmn) have been I 
found, only a fexv of Nahapana him* 
hitherto come to light at Na>ik, .lining- 
adli and Maliumdebad: and those were 
by no means swell good specimens as 
these, of Jognltembhi. which, safely pre¬ 
served within their earthen casket, have, 
defied the adverse influence of nign 
eighteen centuries. 


What British Surqeons Think of 
French Theory. 

The important thesis advanced by 
Professor Blanchard, of Paris, that ap¬ 
pendicitis is cuused by intestinal worms 
—does not commend itself to distin- 
quished British authorities on the dis- 
euse. 

One of the foremost English physi¬ 
cians, in an interview with a representa¬ 
tive of the London Daily Mail, said thut 
xx’orrns were rarely found in appendi¬ 
citis cases, and the theory thut they 
were u frequent cause of the diseuse 
was mere conjecture, and had in no 
way been demonstrated. 

When Professor Metchnikoff was in 
London recently to deliver his Harben 
lecture he dealt with the causes of ap¬ 
pendicitis, but made no such statement 
then. 

It is true that the eggs of the thread- 
xvunn are sometimes found on vege¬ 
tables manured by sewage, and these 
eggs nmy be developed if taken into 
the body, tut those found on cabbages 
and turnips xvould be destroyed when 
Ihe vegetables were boiled. The most 
dangerous vegetable from this point of 
view is watercress, which is often 
grown in xvuter which is contaminated 
with sewage.

I think i 
the article in Ihe Daily Mail will serve • 
a useful purpose in culling attention lo j 
the danger of the use of sewage-con¬ 
taminated vegetables.”

It is no exaggeration to say that in 
twenty-live years there will be as much 
locked-up capital in a diamond neck- 
lace as there is In the uverage indus¬ 
trial concern of to-day, and these stones 
will be at such a fabulous price as to 
be< beyond the reach of uny but the 
richest of the rich, says the London 
Daily Mail. 

During the past two years the price 
of diamonds has Jumped up 25 per 
cent.; during the past six months the 
price has risen 10 per cent., and in 
another two years diamonds will bs 

ANOTHER 20 PER CENT. DEARER. 

Two years ago 2-graln (>£-carat) 
stones could be purchased for 4115 a 
caral. Now they are £22 10s, while 4- 
carat stones have gone up from $21 a 
carat to £32 of £33. 

Several of the largest firms, with 
sufltcient foresight and capital, have 
for the last two years been steadily 
buying as many diamonds us they 
could get to safeguard themselves 
against this rise. 

“Our stock of diamonds is worth 
now between £350,000 and £400,000,” 
said Mr. H. Smith of the Association of 
Diamond Merchants, Jewellers and 
Silversmiths, Limited, to a Daily .Mail 
representative, “and vve are still buy¬ 
ing." 

But it is exceedingly diilicult to buy 
diamonds at all. First of all, an intro¬ 
duction has to be got to the syndicate 
that controls the South African dia¬ 
mond market, and when thiy diilicult 
matter is uiranged the buyer awaits his 
turn—generally lie lias to wait 

ABOUT SIX MONTHS. 

On the appointed day he goes to the 
ofilces of the syndicate and is shown a 
parcel of diamonds. There is no bar¬ 
gaining ; the buyer can either take the 
diamonds or lAive them. One buyer 
asked for half an hour to consult his 
partner before taking a lot worth £100,- 
000. When he cumc back they hud been 
sold. 

Men have been offered £1.000 for 
their “turn," and huve refused it. The 
reason for the rise in the price of dia¬ 
monds is that the mines are becoming 
less productive, although producing 
liner stones—whiter and more brilliant. 

Emeralds have gone up 50 per cent., 
and there has also been a big increase 
in the price of peurls and rubies.

CAUSES OF INSOMNIA. 

King'a Physician Says Terror and Nerv 
ousness Are Responsible. 

King Edward’s PhyaJdan-in-Ordinary, 
Sir William Broadbent, explains in a 
medical magazine the causes of insom¬ 
nia. As Sir William Is quite an author¬ 
ity on nervous affections, and as in¬ 
somnia Is a common distress, his opin¬ 
ions are of value. 

There are, says Sip William, good 
aieepers and bad sleepers; light sleepers, 
disturbed by the least light or sound; 
heavy sleepers* who rest calmly through 
a thunderstorm. Some fortunate per¬ 
sons fall asleep almost as soon as the 
head rests on the pillow every night; 
others less fortunate must patiently woo 
sleep. 7 

The quality of sleep also varies. The 
neurasthenic wakes tired after a long 
night’s rest, the after-dinner sleep of 
undue repletion is unrefreshing and 
sometimes/ stupefying. On the other 
hand, u brief nap may dismiss at once 
the fatigue and languor of a busy man. 

The greatest foe of sleep is, perhaps, 
terror; suspension and anxiety come 
next. 

When cold feet Interfere with sleep, it 
is not merely through the feeling of cold 
as such, but by the influence on the 
general and cerebral circulation. Cold¬ 
ness of the feet, Indeed, is often a con¬ 
comitant of sleeplessness ruther than 
its cause. 

When the feet are cold after hard brain 
work the blood seemes to be positively 
shut off from the feet. A hot bottle »s 
then often of no use, and the best way 
of warming the feet with a view to 
curing sleep is to stand in cold water 
and then rub the feet dry with a rough 
towel.

Broke Out Prematurely, Says the Times’ 
- Correspondent

lion at Sveaborg to attract a large 
number of troops from St. Petersburg 
10 rinland, and thus create more favor¬ 
able conditions for a mutiny at Crons- 
laat, and possibly in the capital itself, 
but the Red Guard, in their misguided 
zeal, destroyed bridges and tore up 
sections of the railway, with the result 
that the movement of Russian troops 
was Seriously delayed, and the plans of 
the revolutionists were abortive. Party 
dissensions seem to have further weak¬ 
ened the insurgents, for the various 
oocialist and and revolutionary cliques 
who participated in the demonstration 
proved incapable of forgetting their pet 
quarrels at the most critical moment. 

1 he correspondent, describing the 
Cronstadt mutiny as a complete failure, 
says the gurrison, os a whole, has not 
forgotten the bitter lessons of the Octo¬ 
ber mutiny, and is not in favor of 
another at the present moment. The 
agitators apparently did not realize tlie 
situation. They persuaded their more 
devoted adherents to rise on the chance 
that the garrison would follow. Alto¬ 
gether, the revolutionists dlspluyed an 
astonishing lack of strategical and tac¬ 
tical capacity. Their abortive attempts 
will probably only drive the Govern¬ 
ment towards further reaction. Pre¬ 
mier Stolypin’s scheme fur moderate 
reforms will probably be abandoned. 
The members of the Social Democratic 
Committee for agitation in the army 
and several other Socialist agitators 
bave been arrested. 

CZAR READY TO FLEE. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg says: 
•When the firing began at Cfonstudt <n 
Wednesday night there ensued a wild 
panic in the imperial palate at Peter- 
hof, as the palace lies under the guns 
of the fortress. All preparations had 
been made in advance to llee to Tsar** 
koe-Selo, but uie report afloat that the 
Emperor and /his family actually hud 
lied in the middle of the night was de¬ 
nied hiter at (lie chancellery of the im¬ 
perial household- R wus explained, 
however, thut on account of “dump- 
ness" at Peterhof arrangements hud 
been rnude for the return of the iinperiul 
family to Tsurskoe-Selo. 


GENERAL SHOT AND KILLED. 

A desputch from Warsaw. Russian 
Poland, says : General Vftirkg raff sky, 
chief of the Warsaw gendarmerie, wus 
Shot and killed on Thursduy ufternoon. 

RUSSIA ALONE CONCERNED. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
*ne London Times suys thut the Finnish 
Senate und the members of the Consti¬ 
tutional party in Finland do not favor 
insurrection. Senator Micholin, head of 
trie Government, is hastening home 
through Stockholm from u visit to Nor¬ 
way. He says thut the effort of the Red 
Cuurd to promote u strike are not receiv¬ 
ing much support. He considers that 
the insubordination of the Sveuborg 
garrison only concerned the Russian 
government. Any participation in the 
mutiny by Finns would Imperil their 
liberties. Senator Mlchelln’s views ore 


ning. Most of the streets of the capi¬ 
tal are not lighted. The railway men 
here quit work at midnight cm Friday 
night, and those at Moscow at noon 
Saturday. All the railway stations are 
held by troops, who are also guarding 
the entire track of the Finnish Railway 
between the capital and Viborg. 

The head of the Governor of Samara 
waa blown off by the explosion of a 
bomb that was thrown at him this even¬ 
ing. The assassin was arrested. 

The lightermen at Odessa have gone 
on strike, 'and the work of the port is 
tied up. There is a general unrest in 
the city. It is reported that there Is an 
outbreak at Sebustopol similar to the 
one at Cronstadt. Two infantry bat¬ 
talions have been sent there from 
Odessa. 

The railway employes on the Baltic 
line struck on Friday evening. The 
Nicholus line, between St. Petersburg 
and Moscow, is plentifully guarded. It 
is not belitved that the employes of this 
line will strike at present. The Rail¬ 
way mens Union reluctantly consented 
to the order to strike. It is much 
doubted whether the order will be gen¬ 
erally complied with.

West of there 
to Baldur and farther out the crop is 
lighter and probably will not exceed 
eighteen to twenty bushels^ From 
northwestern Manitoba splendid reports 
are coming, and fartlfer .west around 
Buttleford the harvest will be general 
within a couple of days.

A despatch from Cartagena, Spain, 
saya: A terrible marine disaster oc¬ 
curred on Saturday evening off Cape 
Palos. The Italian steamship Sirio, 
from Geno for Barcelona, Cadiz, Monte¬ 
video and Buenos Aym, with about 800 
persons oil board, waa wrecked off 
Hormigat Island, three hundred emi¬ 
grants, most of them Italians and Span¬ 
iards, were drowned. The captain of 
the steamer committed suicide. The 
Bishop of Sao Pedro, Brazil, also was 
lost, and it is reported that another 
Bishop Is among thp^mlssing. The re¬ 
mainder of (he passengers and the ofll 
cers and crew got away In the ship’s 
boats or were rescued by means of 
boats sent to them from shore. A num¬ 
ber of fishermen who made attempts at 
rescue were drowned. Those rescued 
from the vessel are now at Cape Palos 
in a pitiable condition, being without 
food or clothing. The Sirio struck a 
rocky reef known as Bajos Hormigas. 
and sank soon after, stem first. Hor¬ 
migas Island lies about 2% miles to the 
eastward of Cape Palos. The vessel 
was owned by the Navigazlone Italians 
of Genoa. 

(LATER). 

A despatch from Cartagena on Mon¬ 
day says : > ue captain of the Italian 

steumer Sirio, which sank off Hormi* 
gus Island causing terrible loss of 
life, did not commit suicide, as re¬ 
ported. He is here, but refused to say 
anything about the disaster, except that 
the rock on wldch his vessel struck Is 
not charted. . Popular rage continued to 
be centred on his alleged cowardice 
ufter the steamed struck, which Is as¬ 
cribed to his over-confidence In his 
knowledge of the. coast. A saloon pas¬ 
senger, who is a godson of ex-Queen 
Murgheritu of Italy, says he suw several 
women clinging to life-belts in the 
water thumped with their lists by me© 
until they were compelled to let go the 
belts, and all were drowned. 

It is officially announced that 348 
Haliahs, 40 Spaniards, 14 Arabs, 10 
Austrians, G Orientals, 4 citizens of 
Argentina. 4 Brazilians, 2 Montenc- 
gruns, and 119 of unknown nationality 
were saved. More than 200 of the dead 
huve been brought here.

SHOT NEIGHBOR’S CHILD.

He secured the stock of u gun from a 
shed and with it threatened young 
Stanley Swackliummer, who was hitch¬ 
ing up to drive inlo Acton. The ac¬ 
cused wished to go there, too, but was 
refused. There were some hot words, 
and Stanley drove off on his journey. 
Afterwards Wylie, who Is said to have 
been tn a very angrv mood at the time, 
secured a gun In the woodshed, and 
discharged the weapon on Berdina, in¬ 
flicting shocking injuries from which 
she died almost immediately. The 
girl's mother and father rushed to the 
spot on hearing the report und found 
their daughter lying in a pool of blood. 
Wylie exeluimed, M I have shot Berdinu.”

ConrtiHI Conference Takes Added Inter- 
*« From Rneetan Crists. 

A London despatch says: Th# an-

Emperor William are to raeef within a 
fj* w# Sf i 13 tod possible news 
that could come to the political world 
ot the present Ume. it signifies, at 
least^the mutual desire of the two most 
powerful rulers in Europe to bring to 
an end their leng personal and political 
estrangement, which, has been the most 
dangerous feature of the crisis created 
by the destruction of the balance if 
power. Few know/how deep and bit¬ 
ter has been this antagonism between 
the two monarchs. Bolh, of course, 
have been too wise to give it any 
direct expression. There has been, in 
fact, absolute non-intercourse between 
uncle and nephew for a long time. 

The policy of each, however, has 
been directly opposed to that of the 
other. King'Edward has striven, thus 
far with consummate success, so to 
combine the European Powers that 
Germany should find it impossible to 
gain any considerable' advantage from 
Russia's impotence. Emperor William’s 
efforts have been aimed chielly, al¬ 
though in most cases indirectly, against 
British interests. The result of this 
diplomatic duel has been to preserve 
thua far the status quo in Europe. 

One great peril still threatens. Any 
day Russia may be plunged into revolu¬ 
tion. The problem of the attitudo of the 
two powers on her western border is a 
grave one. A conference between the 
King and Kaisar on the eve of this 
emergency is the greatest safeguard to 
peace that could be given. It is under¬ 
stood that the interview will be on the 
Kaiser’s initiative. This is a hopeful 
augury. They will have other things to 
discuss also. Prominent among these is 
the attitude of the powers towurd the 
Mohammedan unrest. This danger 
could be entirely eliminated by a com¬ 
plete agreement between these two men. 

The approaching interview, indeed, 
may easily be of epoch-making impor¬ 
tance to all mankind. Civilization could 
ask no greater boon than u full under¬ 
standing between the British King and 
German Emperor. 


DEADLY BEAT IN GOLD FIELDS. 

Prospectors Killed by Temperature of 
160 Degrees in California. 

A despatch from Los Angeles, Cal., 
says: According to reports which reached 
this city on Wednesday, terrible heat 
conditions are prevailing in the Inyo 
County gold fields and the adjacent de¬ 
sert, and mining orospectors are dying 
from the heat. W. H. Adams, a mining 
engineer, who returned on Wednesday, 
says eight prospectors were brought in 
deud from the heat while he was in the 
I'unumint region. During his stay in 
Panamint six bodies were brought 
there, all victims of sunstroke. In 
Ballarat, Mr. Adams says, the thermo¬ 
meter registered 135 degrees at noon 
and at midnight had dropped to only 
114 decrees, which was the average for 
three days. In the desert section lying 
south of Redlands, he says, the tem¬ 
perature went up to 100 degrees. 


UEALT1I OF TOURISTS. 

Board of Health Posts Notices In Sum¬ 
mer Resort Districts. 

A Toronto despatch says: Notices 
have been issued by the Provincial 
Board of Health which will shortly ue 
posted in the Muskoku und Kuwurtha 
Lakes districts, forbidding the emptying 
of sewage and other garbage into the 
lakes, as the water is used by the tour¬ 
ists for drinking purposes, and the City 
of Peterboro ulso gets its water supply 
from are Otonubee River.

disease persisting interminably. Tin 
membrane lining or covering the hear, 
rnuy also be attacked. 

The treatment of rheumatism is, J 
course, a matter for Hie doctors. Th« 
affected joinl should be handled as lit 
tl: as possible: attempted massage, o> 
even the lightest friction, may greatl; 
increase the pain. The joint should b 
embedded in cotton and protected by i 
wire screen from the pressure of th< 
bedclothes and everything else lha 
may hurt it.—Youth’s Companion.

i bo Chicago News from .Switzerland. 
This personage Is appointed by tho 
■■Ily council when the triennial pest of 
tune bugs occurs, and ho Is’empow¬ 
ered lo destroy all the Insects that may 
be hr.night to him. Eaeli owner of a 
small estate Is obliged to gather, live 
pounds of bugs, and those who happen 
to he llie proprietors of larger pieces 
ii i .property must collect proportion¬ 
ately more. For each pound that Is 
missing from this obligatory iimount a 
line of 10 cents Is Imposed, but if more 
Ilian the required quota Is forthcom¬ 
ing a premium of 2 cents a pound Is 
paid. This remuneration Is offered 
also to others besides the property 
owners. A landholder who entirely 
neglects to gather any bugs at all Is 
subject to a Hue of from $."> to $10. 
School children receive permission to 
enter large estates, where they shake 
the trees and poke long sticks about In 
their endeavors to dislodge as many 
bugs as possible. 

• In times of old, the ancient chroni¬ 
clers tell us. It was the custom to at¬ 
tempt to rid the country of these un¬ 
welcome visitors by citing them into 
court and by banishing them from tho 
country, but the wily insects fulled to 
obey the summons and continued to 
Ily about in the face of the law, laying 
eggs promiscuously and contrary to 
edict.

In au old shop in lower New York a 
inan keeps up his trade of dial making, 
i’lie dials, square, octagonal or circii- 
lar, are bund chased. They do not re¬ 
ceive a high polish, and any acciden¬ 
tal effect of weather stain or other 
‘tone of time” is carefully preserved 
if not skillfully added. These dials, 
fitted with tin* gnomon, or stylus, are 
then artfully slipped Into tho show 
windows of uptown curiosity shops 
mioiig a selected debris of Sheffield 
date, prism candlesticks, inlaid tea 
.addles and old blue plates. 

A visitor to one of these shops asked: 
‘How old is that brass dial over there? 
It's all hand work, isn't it7“ 

"It's all hand work,” said (lie proprie¬ 
tor, whom we will call Truthful James. 
T can testify to that, for I know the 
man whose hands made it. It’s about 
11 mouth old, if you want to know. 
You’re like lots of other people—you 
want an old Scotch or English dial. 
Don't you know it would be lifeless, if 
you found it, for practical purposes? 
Excuse me, but haven't you ever stud¬ 
ied geography and heard of latitude? 
A dial ought to lie marked out rfclen- 
tifieally for the exact latitude in which 
it is to lie set up. So unless you strike 
the same parallel in the states that the 
dial left in England it will tell lies 
from morning till night. You'd ho sur¬ 
prised how many people pick up a *1 in I 
that strikes their fancy which perhaps 
stood In tin* garden of an old Virginia 
estate, intending to hurry it off to the 
big grounds of Rome place in Minneso¬ 
ta; or they'll snatch at some quaint 
dial from New England, with the Idea 
i.< rigging it up in Texan. 


More people would make tho same 
blunder, except that many haven’t 
caught on to dials. Too bad. Nothing 
is prettier than a simple dial at the 
crossways otf garden paths, or by a 
fountain or on a terrace or at the en¬ 
trance of a pergola or near a rustic 
seat or arbor. Ton don’t have to hire 
a head gardener and two assistants to 
keep a sundial. Marble platforms and 
pedestals are very grand, but unless 
you’re running a big Italian garden 
with clipped hedges and yews and 
statues Romething simple is what you 
want. The dial will keep Just ns good 
time, once it’s engraved right, if it's 
mounted on a tree stump, with ivy 
planted round it, or on a bowlder, or on 
the coping of an old disused well, or on 
a column of cobbles mortared together, 
or on top of the old hitching post that 
the family doesn’t use in theso auto¬ 
mobile days, but doesn’t want to root 
up and throw awny. 

“You’d be surprised at the Ingenuity 
of some people,’’ said Truthful James, 
who himself seemed of Ingenious bent. 
“I mean people who haven’t much 
money to spend and are fond of their 
own old stuff for association's sake. 
They’re the ones who get effects with 
a piece of junk, a lump of sentiment 
and a pocket of small change that can't 
bo bought with a blank check. I’ve 
known people who used an old mill* 
stone to set tho dial on, or who laid a 
slab over au old stone garden urn, or 
who saved the capitals from pillars on 
a house being torn down, or who even 
rigged up a standard from the bricks 
of a chimney on au old homestead that 
had meant a lot to them. One family 
made a sort of cairn out of a geology 
collection some ancestor had formed. 
Another took a flag pole for the gnomon 
and laid out a dial with pebbles iu the 
grass around the pole.

Get the noon mark for the 
gnomon on several days, nick it on the 
slab and then set the dial iu a bed of 
cement. There you are.”

"Leg*! fictions/’ says one of Gilbert’s 
•onfiolters, “are solemn things.” Yet 
to to curious how seldom a novelist 
▼onturos Into a law court without driv¬ 
ing his tulll through acts of parliament 
and rules of law alike. 

That Dickens’ knowledge of law, like 
Mr. Weller’s of London, was “exten* 
•It# and peculiar” Is amply demon¬ 
strated by the famous case of Bardell 
versus Pickwick. Students of that re¬ 
port may have been struck by the fact 
that neither plaintiff nor defendant ap¬ 
peared in the witness box. . The ex¬ 
planation la that at that time parties 
’’upon the record” wore not competent 
witnesses, their Interest in the case be¬ 
ing regarded as too strong a tempta¬ 
tion to, shall we say, Inaccuracy. But 
had Dickens been a lawyer Mr. Winkle 
and his friends might also have been 
spared the ordeul of cross examination 
and their friends and admirers de¬ 
prived of many merry moments. 

In his anxiety to satirize the abuses 
of cross examination Dickens over¬ 
looked the legal rule that the counsel 
who calls a witness is not permitted to 
cross examine Win at all, but, on the 
contrary, Is bonnd by Ills answers; 
therefore had Herjeunt Buzfuz permit¬ 
ted the Pickwickian* to be called as 
witnesses for the plaintiff (which he 
would have known better than to do) 
their version of the words heard 
through the door “on the Jar” must 
have been accepted, and at the first at¬ 
tempt to badger either of them it would 
have been the leamod counsel for the 
plaintiff who received bis lordship’s In¬ 
junction “to be careful.” 

But all lovers of Dickens will rejoice 
at his Ignorance of the rule which 
forces counsel never to call a hostile 
witness. Who could boar to be depriv¬ 
ed of the evidence of Mr. Samuel Wel¬ 
ler? 

Exactly the same mistake Is made by 
Anthony Trollope lu bis well known 
novel, “The Three Clerks.” There the 
hero, Alarlc Tudor,. Is placed upon bis 
trial for misappropriating trust money 
and defended by that famous leader, 
Mr. CbafTunbruss of the Old Bailey. 
Tudor’s Mephlstopbeles, the lion. Uu- 
dcclmus Scott, Is caviled, much against 
his will, as a wltneus for the defense, 
cross examined by tl»o celebrated Oliaf- 
fanbrass, forced to confess ids mis¬ 
deeds nud dismissed covered with 
Ignominy, to be subsequeintly expelled 
from his club- poetic Juutlce which 
would have been defeated even by 
chairman of quarter sessions. 

The great theoretical and practlcul 
knowledge of law possessed Iby Charles 
Reade saved him from this error, ns 
from many others. Yet the famous 
trial scene in “Hard Cash” would have 
been ruthlessly deprived off its most 
dramatic moment by any Judge of the 
high court.

“Hard CftBh” in termed “a matter of 
fact romance;” but, ns a matter of fact 
and law, no such letter could Oiavo been 
received In evidence. Knowing that, 
under ordinary cireumstnn**'s, such 
testimony would be imutmlssiblc, 
Kendo Is careful to establish 'that the 
writer knew herself to be dying; but 
be was unaware that a “dying*declara¬ 
tion” Is only admissible in evidence 
upon a charge of murder or man¬ 
slaughter of the person who has made 
It, and enimot he laid before the jury 
Ji: my other case whatever. 

Numerous and entertaining are the 
trial scenes which adorn the works of 
Mrs. Henry Wood, but they hardly pro¬ 
fess to he strictly accurate. Let me 
point, rather, to nil interesting slip on 
the part of that most careful of nov¬ 
elists, David Christie Murray, who 
shares to some extent the popular con¬ 
fusion on the subject of the law of 
libel and slander. His powerful story, 
“A Capful o' Nails,” lias for Its hero 
n working nailer, who becomes an 
agitator on behalf of Ills much op¬ 
pressed class. In conseipiem*e of a 
speech denouncing an unscrupulous 
employer lie is prosecuted on a elnwrgo 
of criminal libel; but, thanks to a faith¬ 
ful friend and a smart lawyer, he 
emerges triumphantly. 

No fault rail be found in this case 
with the way In which the villain Is 
cross examined to pieces. The dlfll- 
culty Is that no such prosecution could 
have been Instituted at all. You may 
slander a man by defamatory speech, 
but to libel him you must “write, print 
or otherwise permanently record your 
defamation of him, ami, though slan¬ 
der and libel alike may expose you to 
nn action for damages, it is libel alone 
that can bring you within the grasp of 
the criminal law. 

It is difficult to uphold this distinc¬ 
tion. A libel Is regarded as a public 
crime as well ns a private wrong be¬ 
cause it tends to provoke a breach of 
the ponce, but one would think as 
much might lie said of slander. Slill 
the distinction exists, and the ag¬ 
gressor who confines his attack to 
words muy Buffer in purse, hut not In 
persou. 

Hitch are a few of the slips to which 
the novelist Is liable who unwarily 
trespasses upon legal preserves.—Pear 
son’s Weekly.

A 
man is religious in the proportion as 
la- sels these relations first in life, as V* 
sets the development of his own life, 
the cultivation of likeness to the best 
revealed, the application of the best 
thus cultivated to 

THE GOOD OF HIS FELLOWS 
to the bringing of the kingdom of right 
relations in this world. 

H*' is religious who lives up and lifts 
up; he is irreligious who lives down or 
drugs down. Vital tests are the only 
possible ones here. It makes no differ¬ 
ence what your accent or your garb; ( t 
pi&kes no difference what your philo¬ 
sophy of the past or the future, what 
your familiarity with the family of the 
Deity, the laws of life Judge you by the 
tree of your life and by the fruit it bears. 

Religion is not u type of rnind; it is 
the trend of a life. A mun muy be a 
beggar or a king, hurd headed or ten¬ 
der hearted, practical or speculative, 
motor or sensory; it makes no difference 
whut his temperurnent or tustes, he 
may still seek the right, love truth, cher¬ 
ish high ideals, work in harmony with 
the infinite, recognize the .spiritual by 
seeking to grow out of the buse.

HUNT FOR PIRATE’S LOOT 


Dftmra EXPEDITION FAILS TO DIS¬ 
COVER rr. 

Island Supposed to be Uninhabited 
Found to be Occupied — No 
Trace of Tre asure. 

Thrf yacht Alkelda, commanded by her 
owner, Captain Gage, has just return¬ 
ed from a treasure hunt in the Island 
of Alboran, in the Mediterranean, op¬ 
posite Mellila. The seurch arose from a 
statement made to T. C. McMichael, of 
Hrighton, by an old 'army man, who 
had a secret confided to him when he 
was a boy to the effect that treasure 
worth $5,000,000 was buried by pirates 
on the island in 1832. Nothing, how¬ 
ever, was found. 

Captain Gage and Mr. McMichael 
were accompanied by Colonel Lewis, 
Captain English, R. N., Captain Chap¬ 
lain, R. A., the Hon. Alister Campbell 
and Messers J. E. Brown and E. S. 
Hopkinson. 

ACCOUNT OF THE EXPEDITION. 


The following account of the expedi¬ 
tion is supplied by a reporter who ac¬ 
companied it: , 

“On June 10 the schooner Alkelda, R. 

Y S., 140 tons, owned by Captain Gage, 
sailed from Plymouth for Gibraltar. 

“We had a picked crew of six Cor¬ 
nish fishermen and a young mate from 
tho mercantile marine and we were 
commanded by Captain Long, who had 
been many years in the service of Cap¬ 
tain Gage. A cook, two stewards and 
a forecastle hand completed the ship’s 
company, and the fortunate guests who 
had been invited for the cruise were 
Colonel D. T. Lewis, Captain English, 
and Captain A. Campbell.

LIVING IN CORAL HOUSES.

“But now the island was no longer un¬ 
inhabited. There was a lighthouse and 
a large barrack-like building round its 
base, and we saw seven men and several 
boys and women. 

“Two boats put off. The men, who 
were of a very superior class, offered us 
some rock cod for sale, while we offered 
them Spanish wine, nnd stuffed tne 
boys with biscuits, bread and butter, and 
fniit. After breakfast we all landed in 
the cutter. 

“Two of the most diplomatic, accom¬ 
panied by tiie interpreter, went up lo 
the lighthouse, und guve a plausible 
reason for our arrival with picks and 
shovels and iron bars, while the rest of 
the party begun to prospect for the place 
where the treasure was hidden. 

“We soon found a second landing 
place which wus more accurately ut the 
south-eastern part of the Island, but not 
a*, the corner. Here was a natural jet- 
lv of flat rock, with almost a couple of 
fathoihs of water, nnd u sleep puth up 
the face of the cliff.

For three 
davs we dug a cut through sand heaps 
and probed with pointed iron rods, but 
all to no purpose, and on July 2 a gale 
sprang up. and we had to sail away, but 
not before every member of the expedi¬ 
tion was satisfied that there was no trea¬ 
sure in Alboran.”

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THE BEET AND HOW TO SERVE IT 

The vulue of the beet has become more 
generally recognized the past - decude, 
because of its proven capacity as a »u- 
gur-producer. W'tiile there is u gieat- 
e.* proportion of sugar in certain vuri- 
ties of beets than in others, all beets 
contain more sugur than most vege¬ 
tables and litis fuel must be taken into 
consideration when reckoning its food 
value for human beings. There is com¬ 
paratively little of the iiitrogeneous ele¬ 
ment in the beet the mineral and car¬ 
bonaceous elements forming ils bulk 
value. The mineral constituents of food 
enrich botii bone and blood and from 
time immemorial the red beet's ability 
to feed und stimulate the blood has been 
accepted as a proven fact. But the beet 
has too much sugar in it to be indulged 


juice add three pounds white sugar. Let 
it ferment, then bottle and seal.

IMPORTANCE OF THE SILO. 

Evidently the silo is increasing in p<k 
pularity. I became interested in tne us 4 
ol silage as a feed a number of yeui* 
ago, writes Mr. G. Latimer. When twf 
years later I started in the dairy bu«k 
new, I fully made up my mind to tiavi 
one as soon as possible. Previously | 
had fed corn stover and miked hay wlt| 
cem and oats mixed as a grain rallorv 
I am now using the silo a tlgrd Jen 
ion It is 14x26 feet and U located < 
the*end of the bam and connects dl- 
rectly with a feed alley in front of the 
cows. It cost $188 above the founda¬ 
tion. 

Silage kept perfectly the first season, 
and was all good after removing about 
H inches of black silage on top. The 
second season the com was badly frost¬ 
ed eight or ten days before being pul 
in’the slle, and did not make as good 
feed as the precedingNseason. It kept 
well however, except the first 4 rr 5 
feet at the top, where there were small 
spots here and there, 4 or 5 inche; in 
diameter and 2 or 3 inch.', thick, held 
together with a white r 
around would be free fr<. 
a similar experience l 
spots continuing down 
than the previous yeur. 

The corn was about the right stage 
of maturity, or perhaps a little riper in 
the parts where the spots were found 
than where they were ubsent. I have 
been told by several men who used the 
same power and cutler just receding 
cr following me, that they found similar 
spots in their silage. None of these 
spots was within a foot of the walls, 
where the silage had been tramped 
down more than elsewhere. 

My method of feeding is to give each 
milking cow 20 to 25 pounds feed, ac- 
' cording to the appetite, and the amount 
J of milk given. I iced three to four 
quarts bran in the morning when milk¬ 
ed, feeding silage after milking. Lows 
are turned out for water and exercise 
one to three hours, according to the 
weather in the afternoun, and they are 
under cover if necessary. The sume 
amount of silage in the evening, sprink¬ 
led with one to one und a half quurls 
olu process oil meal is ready for the 
cows when they are turned in to be milk- 
. ed A ration of clover or mixed hay »s 
clven at noon and sometimes a few 
stalks or oat straw when out for a 

Mv^ former method was to feed corn 
stover in a manger or. when the ground 
' was frozen, in the burnyurd or field 
near by, using the ear. either whole ' r 
chopped, with oats as a grain rution. 
This was never a satisfactory way <«f 
using our most valuable forage crop. 
More recently the huskers and shred¬ 
ders have come into use and left the 
fodder in a condition to be fed with less 
waste and to better advantage. But 
even with this improvement, there were 
seasons when It was impossible to get 
the shredded fodder dry enough to pre¬ 
vent molding in the mow'. Now, with 
the silo, there are two weeks more cr 
less, according to the season, in which 
thp corn crop can be secured in the right 
condition. Then it contains the highest 
percentage of digestible matter of any 
stage of its growth and can be fed 
without any loss whatever. 

FARM NOTES. 

One good ear to each stalk and tw-r 
stalks in each hill will make corn yielJ 
more than 100 bushels per acre. Many 
people try to have from thr^-e to flve 
stalks per hill and get much less than 
100 bushels per acre.

As Greens.—Save the young beets I 
thrown aside when thinning out the 
beds nnd wash very clean. If the roots ‘ 
are large enough to cook, scrape them. 
Otherwise cut them off close to the 
leaves. Cook with very little water. 
Have it boiling as for spinach, and cook 
the greens from 20 to 50 minutes, vary¬ 
ing with their condition. Drain and chop 
fine, returning to the colander to steam 
n few minutes, then serve with butler, 
pepper and salt. If meat is not used nt 
tin mcnl serve with the greens hard-, 
boiled eggs sliced. Otherwise omit,' 
since eggs and meat have virtually the 
same food values. Lemon juice served, 
with the greens is more duinly arid has J 
belter results than vinegar, if un acid is 
preferred. The leaves of the white 
beets ut maturity may also be used as 
greens. 

Boiled.—Be careful in preparing beets 
not to break the skin and thus lose the 
rich Juices. Also trim off the finest 
rootlets, only, and leave sufficient of 
Place in fast-boiling water, time of 
the leaf-stalks to prevent similar loss, 
cooking varying with the age of the 
vegetable. Young beets should require 
not over an hour, but old ones may 
with benefit be boiled for over two. 
Avoid, as far ns possible, pricking to 
test tenderness. When done place in 
cold water and rub off the skin. Slice 
thin, dice, or quarter, if beefs are 
young, and replace on stove with a 
lump of butter, suit und pepper and a 
little sugar if they seem to lack llavor. 
When well mixed serve hot. 

Boiled With Cream Sauce.—Oil re¬ 
turning hot, sliced beets to the stove 
pour over them a cream sauce made 
smooth with one tablespoon flour, stir¬ 
ring in gradually one cup milk. Flavor 
with pepper and salt and after letting 
simmer one or two minutes, serve. 
Bich. thick cream in simple form may 
be used instead. 

Beet With Lemon Juice or Onion.—As 
a variation, have ready a small, fine- 
cut onion healing in a saucepan with 
one tablespoon butter and in this toss 
(he cubed or sliced beets, adding, if 
liked, a pinch of nutmeg, with salt und 
pepper. The onions may be omitted, 
adding, instead, the juice of half a 
lemon with a little sugur. Cream may 
lit' substituted for the butter. 

Escalloped.—Cold boiled beets may be 
minced, then placed in alternating lay¬ 
ers in a baking-dish with bread crumbs 
o^ chopped potatoes and onions and a 
little parsley. Place crumbs and but¬ 
ter on top and bake till brown. You 
may vary this farther by using cheese 
instead of onion. 

Reheating Cold Boiled Beets.— These 
may readily be re-heated by placing in 
u small coriander over boiling water 
or in a saucepan with very little water, 
serving with butter as if fresh boiled. 

Baked.—Baked beets require longer 
cooking, but have a much better flavor 
than boiled. Prepare as for boiling and 
after wiping well bake like potatoes. 
Two hours will be required for medium¬ 
sized beets, longer for larger or old 
beets. By pinching as with potatoes, 
their condition may be tested. When 
done they may be sliced and served 
with butter or any of the methods used 
for boiled beets, or with whipped cream 
and lemon Juice. 

Mashed With Cream.—After baking 
or boiling soft, mash, adding a little 
salt and pepper, then one tablespoon 
lemon juice and last one cup whipped 
cream. 

Two Fine Salads.—A diced beet salad 
may be served attractively by adding 
to the beets chopped, cold, boiled pota¬ 
toes or carrots, hard-boiled egg and 0 
very little onion. Chopped, celery is sel¬ 
dom amiss with beets and nuts may be 
substituted for egg. Toss this Up with

She built and en¬ 
dowed SI. Stephen’s church in London, 
und put under its wise care primary 
and technical schools, workshops, lec¬ 
ture courses, und InstrucUon in cook¬ 
ing and housekeeping years before 
others recognized these needs. 

A list of her charities would cover al¬ 
most every effort for the improvement 
of men. women and children. She has 
endowed bishoprics, built model lodg¬ 
ing-houses and markets, planted and 
opened London churchyards os recrea¬ 
tion grounds, sent a whole village full 
of poverty-stricken people from Scotland 
to Australia, endowed a reformatory for 
women, endowed a geological scholar¬ 
ship at Oxford, built up the Irish fish¬ 
eries and other industries, besides giv¬ 
ing wise personal aid to thousands of 
the needy and suffering. 

She proved herself her grandfather’s 
own child by muking in 1881 u mar¬ 
riage which set all England agog. She 
was then sixty-seven years old, and 
she married an American gentleman of 
thirty. The marriage seems to have 
been a romantic one on both sides. He 
had made her acquaintance in the 
course of administering the Turkish re¬ 
lief fund, and after their marriage he 
devoted himself to the noble charities 
of her devising. He has been a member 
of Parliament since 1885, and is a man 
whose opinion commands respect there 
and elsewhere. 

The whole long life of the baroness 
has been one of wise and unselfish do- 
volion lo good works, and a constant 
testimony to the glorious possibilities 
in the hands of a rich woman who ts 
filled with the true Christian spirit, and 
finds it more blessed to give than to 
get.

The rich man looks very enviable— 
from a distance. But get really inti¬ 
mate with him, and you will be aston¬ 
ished to find how greatly his wealth 
mukes him suffer. The glut of money 
temptes him to eat more and richer food 
than Nature requires, and he has to 
pav the penalty in impaired health and 
shortened life. He may have four hand¬ 
some houses, but he can only live in 
one at a time, and the worry of the ser¬ 
vant question drives him to distraction.

The whole point of forest management 
Is to have new trees of the most useful 
kind take the place of the old just m 
soon as possible after they are cut. One 
thoughtless stroke of the axe will get 
rid of a fine sapling half the size of a 
mans wrist, and a dozen years of 
growth is lost.

A light application of manure will 
benefit all crops.

LIVE STOCK NOTES. 

A spirited horse holds his head high 
without a check rein, and no check 
rein in the world can make a broken 
down horse look like a spirited one. 

If one has profitable cows, it won’t 
pay to allow them to get out of condi¬ 
tion by economizing on feed, and if 
they are not all profitable, now is the 
time to do some effective culling, and 
thus save feed for the paying animals. 

During the heated season the animals 
should have an opportunity to drink 
late in the evening. This prevents ex¬ 
cessive thirst in the morning and con¬ 
sequent overloading witti water. Even¬ 
ing watering also gives the caretaker 
the necessary opportunity for a general 
inspection of the animals and stables, 
which is necessary for the best care. 

Pedigree alone is not of much account 
in swine breeding, but coupled with in¬ 
dividual excellence, is evidence that the 
animal has been bred all. right, and 
counts for a great deal, because it 
shows the animal’s good qualities have 
been bred into him, and his progeny 
will show it. 

MAKING BUTTER ON THE FARM. 

Cleanliness begins in the stable. Our 
cows have a good, dry bed and are 
cleaned before each milking, writes Mr. 
Fred Evans. We use a cooler creamer 
in summer, setting the inilk 24 hours. 
In winter we use pens, leaving the rnllk 
in a warm room 36 hours. We chum 
every morning in summer and two or 
three times per week in winter, using 
a barrel chum. The cream is churned 
at a temperature of 60 degrees in sum¬ 
mer and 63 degrees in winter. We usu¬ 
ally churn from ten to 30 minutes. The 
butttermilk is then drawn off. and the 
butter rinsed in cold water. This water 
is drawn off and the butter rinsed in 
another water in which has been placed 
a handful of salt. After this the but¬ 
ter Is weighed and salted to suit the 
taste of your customers, from 1 V 2 to i 
ounces salt per pound being used, the 
butter is worked twice, first in the 
churn after salting and aguin in from 
three to six hours. It is worked r>y 
hand, packed in half-gallon crocks and 
delivered to our customers every tw» 
weeks.

The adminis¬ 
tration of justice is much more satisfac¬ 
tory.

if you have ever felt, as I rather fancy 
you have, - that it is in you to explore 
strange, new countries for yourself, that 
you would not hesitate very long be¬ 
tween going into something in the dry 
goods way and going into something in 
the empire-building way, you will do 
well tu open the- atlas to the map cf 
North America and let loose your ima¬ 
gination in the splendidly romantic con¬ 
quest of that Far Northwest which we 
know very Jitlle ubout, but which we 
slinll, willy niily, learn a good deal 
about before “Jim” Hill, and the new 
Grand Trunk Pacific and the Canadian 
Northern, and the Canadian Pacific, arid 
the Dominion Government get through 
with it. They are building—while you 
wait,—an empire with winch we, * of 
these Stales shall very shortly have to 
reckon. 

NEW METHOD OF EMPIRE BUILDING 

It is the first lime an empire was ever 
built in just this way. The rille has 
no place in the underfill-: ing. Thanks 
to Iho century-long iniluencc of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company, the Indians 
and Imlf-breeds are docile. Thanks to 
the Anglo-Saxon sense of order, and ‘o 
the Royal Northwest Mounted Police, 
there ure few or none of those “bad 
men” who have infested our frontiers. 
The conquering army is mude up of 
farmers and cows and sheep and horses 
and plows and harvesting machines. 
The advance skirmishes, if you could 
Bee them at work, nr hardy young men 
!;• rough clothes who curry transits and 
levels, and travel with pack horses or, 
In the depth of the winter, with pack 
Dogs. 

it is these hardy young men of the 
transit in whom we ure most interest¬ 
ed here. The farmer mukes excellent 
foundation material— I he best there is, 
in fact; but like certain of the others 
of us he is neither very exciting nor 
Very decorative. In small parties for 
[vconnois.sunee work, in large parties 
for survey work, scattered over three 
thousand miles for construction work, 
the engineers are blazing the steel trails 
across the prairies and through the wil¬ 
derness. B fore many of them lies 
hardship, perhups starvation. For the 
larger survey parties provisions are 
freighted out by huliuns and cached 
where expert woodsmen con find them. 
But the small reconnoissunce parties, 
plunging into the northwestern moun¬ 
tains for six months ut u time, can 
carry only a few stuples. When gun 
and rod fail, they must eat dug. In 


Add to this that all save the Hill unde* 
taking are bolstered up with vast land 
grants, and, now and then, with cash 
subsidies, and the wonder grows. 

No, the engineer is our man. Of the 
two types, the man who is risking other 
people's money is neither so pictur¬ 
esque nor so interesting as the man 
who is/risking his life. It is the engin¬ 
eer who is conquering this last, and 
perhaps greatest, frontier. 

EDMONTON. 

Edmoton is the ]umjing-off place for 
all Northwestern Canada, the place 
w here tow n and wilderness strike hands. 
Here in Washington Square, the pros- 
I erous litle city of the Upper Saskatche¬ 
wan seems even farther away than its 
accredited 2,500 raUes. It is 800 miles 
west of Winnijeg, and it is some little 
way north of that fifty-third parallel, 
beyond which, If one is to believe Mr. 
Rex Beach, the laws of God and man 
don't work very well. If one were to 
attempt thesomewhat hazardous feat of 
walking due east from Edmonton, it 
would be found necessary to swim the 
upper waters of Hudson Bay before 
fetching up the coast of Labrador. All 
I his sounds very remote and inaccessible. 
It suggesls rather the Interior recesses 
of Greenland than the pastoral charms 
of on Iowa or an Illinois; and if carried 
away from New York, buttoned inside 
a prosaic waistcoat, what I took to be 
the emotions of the explorer, my ignor¬ 
ance was not, I prefer to think, unique. 

A CITY OF CONTRASTS. 

Edmonton is the jumping-off place for 
board of trade; of department stores a 
Mock long and a good many storeys 
high; of paved streets and brick and 
stone buildings; of well-to-do men in 
frock coats or in trim riding breeches 
and puttees; of prettily-gowned women; 
o' the latest thing in automobiles; of 
clubs, churches, and polo grounds. All 
this speaks of the life of to-day. But 
jostling by the prosperous merchant or 
the English “younger son” is the half- 
breed in Stetson hat nnd silk-embroider- 
oil gauntlets, or the squaw with papoose 
bundled on her shoulders. The contrast 
to one who has surrendered much of 
himself to the effete intluence of our 
Atlantic- States, is somewhat bewilder¬ 
ing. One evening I strolled to the brink 
of the blurf and tried to straighten it 
cut. Edmonton was the frontier; 1 know 
that. Rut maps, with great “unexplor¬ 
ed” patches on them, are not so con¬ 
vincing us they might be when one is 
in the living presence of clubs, and 
hanks, and churches, anil automobiles. 
Before me was the mile-wide valley, cut 
out square and deep from the yellow 
earth. The smoke from the lower town 
thickened by a May mist, filled the val¬ 
ley to the brim, and in the moonlight it 
was luminous and faintly purple. 
Through this veil glistened Hie silver 
Saskatchewan, as it wound its leisure- 
| ly way toward Hudson Ray. It was nil 
\\*ry serene and very charming. At this

! piored blank spaces. I should have lik- 
j i'd to let my thoughts float off down-

MISSIONARY’S TERRIBLE STORY OP 
THE CONGO. 

Human Beast Wreaks Revolting Ven¬ 
geance Upon Defenceless 
GirL 

So horrible have been the details cf 
the revolting atrocities in the Congo 
Free Stale that they would be almost 
Incredible did the evidence of returned 
missionaries not only confirm, buk 
emphasize, the telegraphed reports. 
The Rev. Dr. Nassau, who has returned 
to America after forty-five years cf 
missionary work on the Congo, adds 
his testimony against the Iniquity cf 
King Leopold’s administration in the 
American Journal-Examiner. He took 
home with him a grim reminder of the 
scenes of torture, so frequently enacted, 
in six rhinoceros hide whips, with 
which native women are beaten to 
death by their white masters. One in¬ 
stance of such brutality, which he de¬ 
scribes as “exactly, pitiably true,” Dr. 
Nassau gives in detail. 

WRITHED IN AGONY.

NILES OF TIN STREETS 


THE KAFFIR QUARTER OF Tfll 
"GOLDEN CITY” 

Peculiar Architecture ol Johannesburg 
—Laid Out With Great 
Regularity. 

After struggling for half an hour 
through pungent brickfields of arid 
clay, cracked by the heat of the sun 
into a thousand fissures, dodging 
shunting trains and snorting engines 
on a mazy goods siding, the inquisi¬ 
tive visitor to Johannesburg finds him¬ 
self on the autskirts of “Tin Town.” 

Topographically, the district is 
Yvededorp; technically it 1s the “ex¬ 
propriation area”; actually it is the 
Kaffir quarter of the “Golden City.” 
Here the black man foregathers with 
wife and family, and her6 the fiery 
cross of revolt is being raised, with 
what results only the future can show, 
writes a correspondent of the London 
Express. ‘Tin Town” is more than a 
mile in length and three-quarters of a 
mile in breadth. It is laid out with 
great regularity on the American block 
system. 

The streets are unpaved, and the at¬ 
tempts at the construction of side¬ 
walks are pitiful in their primitiveness. 
The roadways of red earth—dotted with 
crawling Kaffir babies—are marred by 
unpleasant undulations and hollows 
filled with stagnant rain water, near 
which myriads of pugnacious mosqui¬ 
toes are forever buzring. 

The crowning feature of ‘Tin Town” 
is its architecture. Never were houses 
more strangely built, nor the weird 
structures of nightmareland more ac¬ 
curately realized. 

THE PRINCIPAL MATERIALS 

from which this great living area has 
been constructed are petroleum tins, 
the tin or zinc linings of imported 
packing cases and large quantities of 
the lead used In the tea trade. From 
these limited means, with battens of 
wood for use as framework, are con¬ 
structed dwelling places very similar to 
that made by Peter Pan and his youth¬ 
ful crew for the protection .of Wendy. 

Every man is his own architect and 
builder, and the work of erecting these 
twelve or fourteen feet high sties is 
simplicity itself. First the ground is 
marked out, generally exactly square, 
and at each of the four corners a sturdy 
stake, some ten feet in height, is driven 
In. These aro strengthened and sup¬ 
ported by cross pieces. Then the archi¬ 
tect, his wife and eldest children wan¬ 
der abroad in search of tin. 

Ifl the colonies one seldom sees 
petroleum in a cask. It is generally 
sold in two, four, or six gallon tins. 
The consumer purchases a specially 
manufactured pump find draws off the 
oil as he needs it. As the tins are not 
returnable, they are pressed into all 
sorts of strange services. Filled with 
earth they are used for building walls 
painted green they are turned into 
flower boxes; they are in common us< 
as pails, drinking troughs for cattle 
boilers, cooking utensils, besides e 
thousand and one other familiar ob 
jects. Yet, despite this accominoda 
tiveness. many find their way to tin 
rubbish heaps, and are eagerly pouncec 
upon by the “homing” Katllr. 

The tins are cut open, hammered fla 
and nailed to the upright buttens. In t 
couple of hours—given a suillcient sup 
ply of material—the citadel walls ur< 
complete, and this sound box of f 
house only requires the corrugated iror 
roof and’ a tin chimney—or, rather 
smoke outlet—to finish it. The luxurj 
of fire grates is unknown. The fin

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BRITISH ARMY REFORMS. 

What the New Liberal Government In¬ 
tends Doing. 

In order that our readers may be able 
to appreciate the exuct mature of the 
army policy of .Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman and his colleagues, the f ol- 
lowing “points” from Mr. Haldane's 
speech in the House of Commons are 
printed: 

The army at present is highly unsat¬ 
isfactory, both in cost and efficiency. 

To improve both is the object of the 
Army Council’s scheme. 

This greut, rich, powerful country 
would give a lead lo other countries in 
lightening the crushing burden of arma¬ 
ments. 

We are suffering from the want of in¬ 
telligible principle in our army system. 

Wo must seup that every penny spent 
went for fighting efficiency. 

Increased efficiency by 50 per cent, 
would result from the scheme. 

Our army existed primarily for over¬ 
sea work, and to ensure diufts, battal¬ 
ions at home and ubroad should be 
equal. 

Militia principle to b^fil served by set¬ 
ting untrained men to semi-civilian ser- 
\ lees now done by regulars. 

Twenty thousand regulars ore to be 
done away with, and the army organized 
in six divisions, totalling 150,Out) men.

Now there are many who don’t know 
mica at all, not even os it is used in 
stoves, people born und raised in houses 
that are heated by steam, in which no 
stoves are .used for heating purposes; 
but while the number of these is large 
and all the time growing, the number 
of people who yet use stoves is larger 
still; and so while mica may have pussed 
entirely out of the sight and mind cf 
many who once knew it in this use, and 
in this use only, the preparation of it 
for stove use still constitutes a regular 
branch of the mica trade; and thus one 
of the old uses of mica still continues. 

The chief use to which inica is now 
put is one not dreamed of until within 
u comparatively few years, namely, as 
an insulating material in the construc¬ 
tion of electrical apparatus, for which 
purpose its use is now general und con¬ 
stantly increasing, and far larger than 
in any use to which it hud ever before 
been put. 

Micu is now used ulso for muking 
chimneys for incandescent gas lamps 
placed where they would be exposed to 
drafts, or out of doors, subjected to the 
weather. Mica is used to make pro¬ 
tectors for ornamental candle shades, 
and it is used for making fancy boxes, 
and, in place of glass, for covering the 
labels on drawers, as in a desk. Ground 
up inica is now used in the manufacture 
of lubricants and of fertilizers, and f 
dynamite, und in other forms it is used 
for boiler coverings. 

Mica was long used for windows and 
for lanterns, and it is still used in lan¬ 
terns where such use would be advant¬ 
ageous. It is used In pluce of glass in 
spectacles worn by stone and metal wor¬ 
kers. and in miners’ lamps, and it hus 
been in the past or still is put to vari¬ 
ous oilier, ineluding ornamental, uses; 
l.ut among its vurious modern uses Die 
chief is in its application to electrical 
machinery. For this the inica is cut in¬ 
to hundreds of different shupes and sizes. 

India is the chief source of the world's 
supply of mica, with Canada next, the 
United States next, and Brazil and 
other countries following. Mica, from 
one source and another, ranges in col¬ 
or from while or transparent, through 
various shades to black. 

In the formations in which it exists 
It is found in more or less scattering 
di posits, or in pockets. Its value de¬ 
pends with regard to the uses to which 
it may be put. on its color, its freedom 
from impurities and the size of the 
sheets that can be obtained from it.

They crawl about the ant- 
infested roadway and paddle or flounder 
in the hollows of foul smelling water 
with evident enjoyment. They are 
plump little mites, these children. They 
are much more precocious and develop 
more rapidly than European infants, 
and they certainly take life much more 
good huinoredly. 

The inale population of “Tin Town” 
does not arrive home until evening, but 
always before 9 o’clock, for by the law 
of “Jo’burg” no black, save those in 
charge of rickshaws, is allowed on the 
streets after this hour. 

Then he cun loll up against his tin 
walls—muking them crackle and rattle 
like concentrated thunder—and smoke 
his clay pipe, while he discusses his 
short, but seditions, cuts to freedom. 

In the frail habitations of “Tin Town” 
the lluines of revolt have been steadily 
fanned since the Anglo-Boer peace, and 
it would be a suicidal policy to under¬ 
estimate the present menace or to ig¬ 
nore what is behind it.

The 
camlet overcoats, after a little weur, 
became as stiff as birch bark. 

The thing worn about the neck was 
called a stock. This name was appropri¬ 
ate in its suggestion of an instrument 
of punishment. The stock was from 
three to six inches high, and was made 
stiff. A man was forced to look straight 
ahead. Only by careful management 
could he see a little on either side.. 
About half way between ,his eyes and 
cars tw'o little points of collar stuck up 
like toothpicks. 

Rutiled bosoms and wrislbands finish¬ 
ed the costume, with the addition of n 
tail silk hat. When enclosed in this 
manner, with a dash of attar of roses 
on his handkerchief, the man of the 
period was considered irresistible.

THE MOST AWE-INSPIRING SIGHT 
IN THE WORLD. 

Volcanoes Belch Forth a Whirlwind of 
Boiling Mud, Fire and 
Stones. 

While the spectacle of a volcanic 
eruption is probably the most awe¬ 
inspiring that mortal gaze hus ever 
rested on, yet it has a fascination which 
is perfectly irresistible. 

This has been shown during the re¬ 
cent eruptions of Vesuvius. While the 
inhabitants of the volcanic region have 
shown a desire to escape ns fast os they 
could the trains from Naples und other 
towns to the scene of the outburst have 
been packed with people bent on seeing 
the eruption in full blast. 

Science has so far advanced at. the 
present day that it is now possible to 
give timely warning of forthcoming 
eruptions, so that in F.urope. at any 
rate, there is no! much likelihood of 
such a terrible disaster as that which 
overtook the town of St. Pierre some 
four years ngo. 

After sundry preliminary emissions, 
there suddenly belched forth from the 
crater at the summit of Mount Pelee h 
stream of molten lava 20ft. high and 
half a mile wide. The fiery liquid 
rushed down the mounlnin side and in¬ 
to the sea, a distance of five miles, In 
less than three minutes ! Then a per¬ 
fect whirlwind of boiling mud, fire, 
and stones was thrown from the crater 
upon the town, accompanied by a more 
than thunderous cannonading, which 
was heard 300 miles nwav. In the 
short space of fifteen minutes 30.000 
people were destroyed b&/ this fiery visi¬ 
tation.

NEW ITALIAN WARSHIP. 

Great Advance Upon the Battleship 
Dreadnought. 

According to an article contributed 
by Col Cuniberli, chief conslrucldr of 
the Italian Navy, to the new issue of 
Jane’s “Fighting ships for 190G-7,” Italy 
is building a battleship which is as 
great, an udvance upon the Dreadnought 
ns the latter is upon her predecessors. 
The Dreadnought herself was based on 
ideas that Col. Cuniberti contributed lo 
Jane’s “Fighting Ships for 1903,” hut 
Col. Cuniberti, who is perhaps the 
greatest living warship designer, holds 
that the Russo-Japanese War proved 
thut 12-inch guns are very unsatisfac¬ 
tory, and it Is deducted that he regards 
the Dreadnought as not being a type 
best calculated to succeed in modern 
warfare. Me outlines, although with 
cautious reserve, a “new ideal ship,” the 
main armament of which will be eight 
13.5-inch guns, each firing a l,2r>0-pound 
shot against the Dreudnoughl’s S50 
pounds. In addition to their greater 
calibre, the guns will be so mounted as 
to enable all of them to be fired either 
singly or as a broaskle, an arrange¬ 
ment that hus hitherto not been adop¬ 
ted. This result will be achieved by 
placing four turrets, each containing 
two guns, at the four nngles of a 
rhombus, that is, two turrets will be 
on the centre line, one forward and 
one aft. and lhe others on either beam. 
Therefore, while the Dreadnought can 
fire at one discharge 5,100 pounds 
ahead or ustern and G,800 pounds in 
broadside, the' new idea will fire 7,500 
and 10,000 pounds,, respectively, or 50 
per cent, more than the British ship. 
The Dreadnought’s speed, too, will he 
exceeded by two and perhaps three 
knots. The water line orrnor on the 
Italiun ship will be thicker than the 
Dreadnought’s. Accepting these de¬ 
tails as accurate, it is seen that the ideal 
ship would be able to keep outside the 
danger zone of the dreadnought’s gun¬ 
fire and sink her, while she herself was 
unharmed. 

The London Daily Mall, making a 
feature of the foregoing, and adding 
some informnllon of its own, claims that 
the Dreadnought is oullassed on every 
point. It contends that It would be use¬ 
less to build two or three ships of the 
Dreadnought type, as is proposed, and 
urges that Great Britain outdo the ideal 
ship by building a similar vessel, but 
rnakmg her annament lG-inch guns.

Bui it failed to destroy the wall, which 
was discovered long afterwards when 
excavations were made in the rock. 
The .solid lava con even now be seen 
curling over the top of the rampart as 
if still in the act of falling. In the hope 
of diverteing the stream, u^party of fifty 
men. dressed in skins lo'protect- them 
from the heat, broke open with iron 
crows and hooks one of the solid walls 
which Hanked the current. 

This caused it to take the direclion of 
Paterno. but the inhabitants of that 
town, becoming alarmed for their 
safety, hastily took up arms and com¬ 
pelled the parly from Catania to put a 
stop to their operations. When it en¬ 
tered the sea the fiery liquid hud 1 tra¬ 
versed u course of fifteen miles, and 
was still GOOyds. broad and 40ft. deep. 

Worthy of mention is the volcanic 
eruption of Jorullo,, in Mexico, which 
took place In the year 1759. In the 
monlh of June hollow sounds of an 
Ulurming nature were heard in the 
ground, und for two months earth¬ 
quakes succeeded each other in rapid 
succession. Then, in September, flumes 
began to issue from the eurth und huge

were thrown to prodigious heights in 
the air. By a subsequenl eruption of 
Jorullo. in 1819. the city of Guanaxuato, 
140 miles away, was covered with ashes 
to a depth of Gin. 

But when Hecla was in eruption in 
the year 1845, the dust from il was in 
len hours lying thick on Orkney und 
Shetland. Indeed, more limn once 
when this volcano has reached unusual 
activity the ashes from it have bepn 
carried by the wind over the 7(KJ or 800 
miles which lie between Hecyu und Ben 
Nevis, in Scotland. 

Ten years before that there wa« an 
■eruption of Conscquina, the ashes from 
which were borne on the wings of the 
wind ns fur ns the islund of Jamuicu, 
fully 700 miles uvvoy. But at a dis¬ 
tance of thirty miles south of the vol¬ 
cano the ground was covered with line 
dust, disseminated from the crater by 
the eruption, to the almost incredible 
depth of loft. It has even been asserted 
that the dust hus, in some instances, 
travelled 1.500 miles.

No author of any nationality has ever 
produced books which cun compare 
with those of Shakespeare for world¬ 
wide popularity. Five hundred for¬ 
eigners. at fewest, have translated them 
into their own tongues, including such 
little-known languages ns Icelandic.

The selling 
power of Shakespeare’s collected works 
was, however, quile sixteen times 
greater in the 18th than in Ihe 17th 
century, and the 19th century saw ano¬ 
ther great upward bound in the sales. 
It is eslimoled thut Ihere ore now over 
six million volumes of Shakespeures 
works in circulation, and the demand is 
so great thut neurlv every book pub¬ 
lisher of note issues a special Shakes¬ 
peare edition of his own.
